DISCUSSION 
STILL GOES ON. 


De cate Grows 
Warmer as It Pro­ 
ceeds— Further Hawaiian Corres­ 
pondence Laid Before Congress— 


Proceedings of the Senate—Behring 
Sea Claims. 


W a s h in g to n , Jan. 5 .—At the opening 
of the session 
of the 
house yes­ 
terday after some unim portant busi­ 
ness debate on the currency bill was 
resumed, and Mr. Hendrix of New 
York, a banker, took the floor. 
The 
situation th at confronted the treasury 
and the country, he said, had not come 
suddenly upon us, nor w ithout ample 
warning. A finance m inister of France 
had once remarked sarcastically that 
God was good to drunken people, little 
children and the people of the United 
States. 
Was the United States to go 
out of the business of furnishing cur­ 
rency for the country as a bank of 
issue? If not, w hat was it going to 
do in order to avoid the financial 
bad lands? Were the people of the 
country to keep on transgressing every 
law of finance, defying the world, and 
continue to do w hat every other nation 
had failed to do? 
To illustrate the 
result 
of 
the 
present system, Mr. Henarix pointed 
to the large accessions of gold made 
by the Bank of France and the Bank 
of England at our expense. 
The 
former yesterday held 2,900,000 gold 
francs, the latter £33,000,000 in gold. 
The capital and the gold bullion of 
the world was resting in these great 
pools w aiting to see what this country 
would do; w hether it would become a 
bankrupt unable to meet its obliga­ 
tions. 
“ Does the action of the Bank of 
France In refusing to pay more than 5 
per cent in gold,” amiced Mr. Hepburn 
(rep., Iowa), “ impair the credit of that 
bank?” 
“ No.” 
“ Then would the credit of the United 
States be impaired if the United states 
should exercise its discretion and re­ 
deem the Sherman notes in silver?” 
“Yes, I believe it would at this 
tim e,” replied Mr. Ilendrix. 
“ Why?” 
“Because of the general distrust of 
the government's ability to pay gold. 
One hundred and fifty-nine million of 
Sherman gold promises to pay can not 
be m et without gold,” 
Mr. Sperry (dem., Conn.) presented 
his substitute to fund the greenbacks 
w ith 3 per cent gold bonds for the in­ 
formation of the house. 
Mr. Caruth (dem , Ky.) indorsed the 
pending measure. 
Mr. Hepburn declared himself fully 
convinced th at if the secretary of the 
treasury were now to exercise his dis­ 
cretion and pay gold when legitimate 
redemptions were asked and refuse it 
to sharks and speculators the evils 
from which we suffer would cease 
to be. 
Mr. Dingley (rep., Maine) placed the 
necessity for remedying the defects in 
the currency system above the neces­ 
sity of relieving the treasury. 
He as­ 
serted the pending bill would not re­ 
lieve the treasury. 
The house then took a recess until S 
o'clock. 
The night session was de­ 
voted to private pension bills.

Settlers in Many Counties Badly Off; 
Reports From Nebraska and South 
Dakota Show a Sad Condition of 
Affairs—Relief Said To Be Much 
Need. 


H a s t in g s, Neb., Jan. 5 .—It is claimed 
the needs in west Nebraska exceed all 
previously known. 
Having two crop 
faftareA In succession many had to buy 
all their provisions, feed, etc., last 
year and had a hard time getting 
through last winter. 
Working hard 
they were hopeful of a crop last sum­ 
mer. 
Now they have nothing to live 
on, nothing to buy with, no credit, 
nothing in prospect to pay with, noth­ 
ing to go any place with, and no place 
to go had they the wherewithal. 
All 
other years of drouth there were 
cobs 
and 
stalks 
to 
burn, 
now 
there is none. 
Now prairie chips is the 
fuel used. 
Before a cow helped much 
in the living; now there is nothing to 
feed one. 
Neighbors then had some 
work; now there is none. 
Though 
most of the people are intelligent and 
industrious they can not help them ­ 
selves now. 
The w eather has been 
beautiful and warm thus far or the 
suffering would have been intense. 
Some will not apply for aid through 
the relief commission or make their 
wants known until actually driven to.

F urther Correspondence Is Laid B efore 
Congress. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 5 .—The President 
has sent to congress another batch 
of Hawaiian correspondence, supple­ 
m entary to the W alker report. 
It 
deals w ith the differences of opinion 
between Admiral W alker and United 
States M inister Willis and the effort 
being made by the British government, 
w ith the consent of the Hawaiian au­ 
thorities, to secure the lease of an isl­ 
and of the Hawaiin group to be used as 
a cable station. 
The projected lease of the island as a 
cable station is explained by M inister 
Willis in several letters, beginning 
Oct. 13. 
In 1he first letter Mr. Willis 
says th at negotiations had been pend 
ing between the Hawaiian government 
and representatives of Great Britain in 
regard to an ocean cable between 
Canada and Australia, 
touching a t 
Nicker island or Honolulu. 
He did 
not think th at an agreem ent would be 
reached at present, owing to the clause 
in our treaty w ith Hawaii prohibiting 
the cession of any of the islands to any 
foreign government w ithout our con­ 
sent. 
Dec. 3 the cable proposition seems to 
have taken full shape, for on th at date 
Mr. Willis states that the Hawaiian 
government is of the opinion th at it is 
prevented from considering the propo­ 
sition by the British commissioners by 
article 4 of the reciprocity treaty be­ 
tween Hawaii and the United States 
government. 
He adds: 
“This m atter is now, therefore, at 
the request of this government sub­ 
mitted to the consideration of our gov­ 
ernm ent upon the question of its will­ 
ingness to nullify the treaty of reci­ 
procity by exempting Necker island, 
French Frigate shoals or Nihoa (Bard 
island) from the operation of article 4 
of the treaty.” 


land recommended the settlem ent of 
the claims by paying a lump sum.

FOR A BIG ISSUE OF BONDS. 


Sperry o f Connecticut Has a Substitute 
for th e Carlisle Flan. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
5 .—Representa­ 
tive Sperry of Connecticut, a demo­ 
cratic colleague of Mr. Springer on the 
banking and currency committee, has 
proposed another substitute to the 
Carlisle currency bill. It strikes out all 
after the enacting clause, and providers 
for an issue of bonds sufficient to retire 
outstanding greenbacks and treasury 
notes under the Sherman act. 
The 
bonds are to bear 3 per cent interest, 
are to be redeemed in gold, and are to 
be of denominations from $10 to fclO,- 
000. 
They are to run for thirty years, 
with the right to redeem them after 
ten years. 
The secretary of the treas­ 
ury is empowered to keep the gold re­ 
serve up to a minimum of $100,000,000 
by selling these bonds. 
Provision is 
made for the steady retirem ent of the 
greenbacks, both from the proceeds of 
the bonds and from the surplus in tire 
treasury. 
Mr. Sperry’s substitute is 
understood to have executive approval 
in case the Carlisle bill can not pass.

BURN WILLOWS FOR WARMTH. 


Experience o f Spink 
County Fam ily Is 
Told by M issionary Rogers. 
V e r m il io n , S. D., Jan. 5 .—The desti­ 
tution in South Dakota lies north ai^d 
west of a line drawn from Yankton to 
Canton, with Spink county nearly the 
center of the drouth stricken district. 
In some 
counties, 
notably 
Spink, 
Clark, 
Kingsbury, 
Miner, 
McCook, 
and the counties west, the destitution 
is severe. 
In an interview Missionary 
Rogers said: 
“I found on calling on a 
family th at their only provision was 
potatoes and nothing to burn but green 
willows to keep them from freezing. 
This is only a sample case. 
Much of 
the suffering will never be known. 
Anything in shape of clothing or 
money will be gratefully received.” 
Many who have heretofore used hay 
for fuel are compelled to use something 
else, for there was no grass to cut. 


Austria Enters Its Sugar Protest. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 5 .—The tariff w ar 
between the United States and Europe 
reached an acute phase yesterday. Mr. 
Henglemuller, the new Austrian minis­ 
ter, has lodged a protest against th a t 
paragraph of the sugar schedule which 
imposes an additional duty of one 
tenth of I per cent on sugar coming 
to the United Sta es from countries 
which pay an export bounty on it. 
So 
far no threat of retaliation accom­ 
panied the protes , but it will follow, 
and it seems cert un th at if congress 
fails to come to t ie relief of the execu­ 
tive by the removal of the duty which 
is supposed to cause the trouble, then 
resort must be had to retaliation, 
which will either open 
European 
countries to our exports or close our 
own ports to all European products. 


H elp Said to B e Needed at Once. 


N e l i g h , Neb., Jan. 5.—Reports in­ 
dicate great destitution 
in several 
counties of North 
Nebraska. 
The 
counties most in need of immediate 
aid are Boyd, Brown, Boon, Cherry, 
Garfield, Holt, Rock and Wheeler. 
Hundreds of families in these counties 
are in dire want, subsisting on scant 
fo<$l and thinly clad in rags, prairie 
chips gathered from the ranges com­ 
prising the fuel. 
Help is urgently 
needed a t once. 
The railroads will 
forward supplies free of charge. 


Pressing Needs Are Food and Fuel. 
M in d e n , Neb., Jan. 5.—This county 
is on the eastern border of the desti­ 
tute region. There are only occasional 
cases of extreme need here. 
Two 
counties west the destitution becomes 
more general, growing worse as we 
advance westward. 
The four counties 
in the southwestern corner of the 
state—Chase, Dundy, Hayes and Hitch­ 
cock—are the centers of great need for 
man and beast. 
The relief needed 
most now is food and fuel, clothing 
having been supplied early and in 
greater 
quantities 
than the other 
articles mentioned.

N e w Y o r k , 'Jan. 5 .— R. G. Dun & 
Co.’a Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“ Failures for 1894 are fully reported 
this week, being 13,885 in the United 
States and 1,856 in the Dominion of 
Canada. 
Liabilities in 
the United 
States were $172,992,856 and in Canada 
$17,616,215. 
Neither the decrease of 
over half in this country nor the in­ 
crease of over 40 per cent in Canada 
Is 
surprising, 
but the statem ent 
J hows th at most of the decrease 
in the United States is in man­ 
ufacturing liabilities, while the entire 
increase in Canada is in liabilities of 
trading concerns. 
A few states, in­ 
cluding New York ana Pennsylvania, 
show more failures than in 1893, and 
in a few southern states the amount of 
liabilities is 
larger, but 
in 
cen­ 
tral and western states very much 
smaller. 
In 
eleven 
of 
the 
last 
thirty-eight years reported liabilities 
have been larger than in 1894, though 
for this year and 1893 the statem ent is 
confined to commercial failures, as it 
was not in former years. 
The failures 
have been 12.5 in every thousand firms 
doing business; the liabilities have 
averaged $132 to each firm in trade, 
and in proportion to the volume of 
solvent business represented by all 
clearing house exchanges $7.63 for 
every $1,000. 
“The complete review of different 
branches of business places in a clear 
light the fact th at prices of commodi­ 
ties are at the lowest level ever known. 
The condition of industries has been 
largely governed by the fall in prices 
and while production is much greater 
than a year ago, the aggregate in­ 
crease 
being 
fairly measured by 
the increase of 
S. 24 per cent in 
hours of work done in November, com­ 
pared with the previous year, it has 
! been the controlling feature in almost 
| every im portant industry th at con- 
| sumption has not kept pace with the 
output and has not sustained prices. 
The year has been especially note­ 
worthy for the lowest prices of w heat 
! and cotton on record. Both suffer from 


J wholly unprecedented accumulation 


I of stocks, the crops being large. Out­ 
side of tnis country w heat produc­ 
tion has not 
increased enough to 
justify a price of 60 cents at New’ 
York, and the accumulation is largely 
due to false reports of j’ield intended 
to frighten buyers and raise prices. 
The same influence has been felt in 
cotton, which is also affected by world 
w’ide depression in business and de­ 
crease in consumption of goods. 
In 
other produce m arkets the year has 
been relatively less im portant.”
